WASHINGTON (WP) 
Cambodia ‘will have to 
abandon even more of its 
territory to the Commu- 
nists in the coming 
weeks, according to gov- 
ernment sources with ac- 
cess to the latest battle- 
field information.

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TARTING TOMORROW LI- 
quor regulations announced @ 
week ago will come into effect, 
broadening to some extent the 
availability of alcoholic beverages 
by implementing several of the 


recommendations of the Morrow 


report. The convenience of tourists 
is cited as a major factor in easing 
the laws. This reason for changing 
the environment of residents of 
British Columbia is akin to the 
suggestion someone made a few 
years ago that the Christ Church 
Cathedral building be completed 
because tourists would like it. 

The laws by. which British 


. Columbians live should be made’ 
primarily 


for the benefit and 
regulation “of British Columbians. 
Apart from thé. observance of 
normal good neighborliness, tourists 
are mainly a. means of raising 
revenue, but our drinking laws, like 
any others, should be in our own 
interests and only secondarily for 
those of visitors. 

The whole question of liquor 
presents a dilemma for the Social 
Credit cabinet members as a rather 
unsavory business which the gov- 
ernment is stuck with, to” be 
liberalized enough to meet the 
demands of drinkers but not enough 
to rouse the antagonism of non- 
drinkers. When to this quandary is 
added the heavy dependence of the 
government on liquor revenues — 
the. 1969 report of the Liquor 
Control Board showed a net profit 
of $55 millions on sales of $185 
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3 Intermediate Steps 


millions — a certain. amount of 
confusion in the government’s 
thinking is to be expected. 

As Attorney-General Peterson 
explains, with some reasonableness: 
“We make the product available to 
those who want it, but the excessive 
use of alcohol has so many harmful 
effects that this government doesn’t 
intend to promote it in any way.” 

The Morrow commission recom- 
mendations went much farther than 
the changes which will. become 
operative tomorrow, but further 
liberalization may follow if experi- 
ence indicates that the current 
reforms will not be abused. We are 
still a relatively.frontier society in 
regard to drinking, as policemen in 
front of liquor stores arid fights in 
front of beer parlors attest: But the 
addition of amenities such as music 
to the drab business of guzzling beer 
-as quickly as possible might help to 
capture the citizens’-club atmos- 
phere of the traditional English pub 
or the entertainment pleasures of 
the German beer garden. 

The latest moves to Sunday 
drinking and longer hours, with the 
“housekeeping” provisions for serv- 
ing single glasses, employment of 
women, and so on, are 'steps in the 
right direction if the drinkers will 
permit them to be so. But counsel- 
ling and education on the increasing 
social problem of alcoholism still 
remain the high-priority responsibil- 
ty of government. The big profits 
are subject to a lien which cannot 
be denied.

Ls TH OF A DELTA” IS THE 

hyperbolic title which 23 Al- 
berta scientists use to describe the 
continuing process of drought in the 
Peace-Athabasca area. According to 
the scientists the 1,000-square-mile 
delta is being turned into a mud-flat 
desert by the Bennett dam 725 
miles upstream. 


Few persons would deny that 
the dam is at least a contributing 
factor to the drying-up process but 
in the past two years sparse rainfall 
has lowered Lake Athabasca by five 
feet. Before all the blame _can be 
laid at the base of the nett dam 
penstocks, drought conditions in 
previous years should be known. 
Three years ago the dam was closed 
off and three summers later there is 
a severe drought. It is too easy to 
leap to conclusions. 


But' when the dam site was 
chosen 11 years ago little attention 
apparently was paid to ecological 
matters. And in 1966, one year 


\e 


promised a. number of reforms 
including landlord-tenant legisla- 
tion. Universal suffrage, also urged, 
has been postponed to 1971. Ulster 
Catholics claim universal suffrage 
will be meaningless unless electoral 
boundaries are redrawn so the 
Catholic. vote will have more 
weight. 

While Major Chichester-Clark is 
a moderate, in Ulster terms, his 
government is staunchly Protestant 
in form. Some members want to re- 
arm the police, who were disarmed 
by the British last year, and restore

ized after last year’s riots because 
of its Protestant sympathies.

by Dr. Morton Shulman: (NDP, High 
Park) that senior officers of the Ontario 
Provincial Police had consorted with 
George Clinton Duke, 4 wealthy Oakville 
businessman, who in turn had consorted 
with known members of the Mafia — a 
report which concluded that while 
“indiseretions” had occured, nothing 
sinis#@r had transpired. 
But after three days of cross- 
- examination, all of it of course by NDP 
and Liberal members of the committee, 
Mr. Wishart found himself entangled in 
the most incredible web of contradic- 
tions, errors and omissions, lamely- 
protesting his exhaustive report had had 
to be assembled: in great haste and 
frantically promising further. investiga- 
tion to resolve the “honest doubts” which 
so obviously. remained. A lesser man 
would have collapsed; a bigger man 
would have resigned.

~ Shulman Charge 


Dr. Shulman charged at one point 
that Mr. Dake, a man with a lengthy and 
very serious criminal record of many 
years ago, associated with Mafia person- 
alities, specifically: that Johnny “The 
Enforcer’’ Papalia of Hamilton and his 
bodyguard, Donald ‘“‘Red’’ Le Barre, had

He said Duke denied any 
association, saying he knew Papalia and 
Gasbarrini only as a result of meeting 
them in the course of running his lawn 
equippment business; he had once 
spoken to Le Barre at the Leander Boat 
Club in Hamilton. 

As for the Hamilton apartment, it 
was true Papalia lived under an alias in 
No. 607, 255 Bold St., a building owned 


/sy Gasbarrini. The police have inform- 


ants in the building, Mr. Wishart 
¥: ever visited No. 607. What Duke 
\ admitted’ to was visiting No. 1405 on 
\occasion for purposes of liaison with a 
paramour; he deni¢d-knowing Gasbarrini

Police in Dark 


Dr. Shulman, it appeared, had struck 
out again. But only. temporarily. It 
developed that the police intelligence 

=teports really had nothing to say about 
contracts between Duke and Papalia and 
company; all that Mr. Wishart reported 
was what Duke admitted to. In short, 
persona under constant police surveil- 
lance were getting about without the 
police knowing of it. In short, the inves- 
tigators did not seem too familiar with 
the results of their own investigation. 

Most serious of all, Dr. Shulman 
demanded to know if the investigators 
had not interviewd Mrs. Duke and Police 
Chief Leonard Lawrence of Hamilton, 
and was it not true Mrs. Duke had told 
Chief Lawrence she feared for her life 
because of certain incidents that had 
occurred during a visit by Papalia to the 
Duke home.

Mrs. Duke was never interviewed by 
the OPP investigators; she was ap- 
proached twice by other police officers 
and gave two “assurances,” that Gas- 
barrini, Papalia and Le Barre had never 
visited the Duke home. and, on the 
second approach, that two of the three 
had.

The evidence turned up concerning 
Dr. Shulman's other central charge, that 
senior OPP officers had socialized with 
Mr. Duke, was not much better, 
Statements weré taken in which officers 
vehemently denied ever seeing or 
meeting Papalia at a Duke function, 
followed in the next breath by the 
admission that they*did not know what 
Papalia looked-like. How Duke was able 
to -get and renew_a permit to carry 4 


gun, when his criminal record was right 
in his file, was never explained. Why 
nine OPP officers of superintendent rank 
or better found it necessary to attend 18 
Duke “lawneramas" and barbecues as 
part of their official duties remains a 
riddle. Why Duke so cultivated the 
friendship of the OPP has gone 
unanswered; he wasn't even asked. . 
What was established, however, is 
that Staff Superintendent A. M. Rodger 
and Supt. Albert Wilson continued to 
socialize with Duke after Commissioner 
Silk ordered them to stop, and-for this 
they have been suspended and charged 
undér the Police Act.

A New Humane Image 


world knows a good deal more 
this week than it did last about the 
Communists in Vietnam and Cambodia. 
This new insight is the result of accounts 
which three first- 
class journalists have 
written about the 40 
days they spent in 
captivity jn Cam- 
bodia. Some of the 
new data is miscel- 
|aneous military-re- 
lated information 
which the. corre 
spondents could nat 
help observing behind 
the enemy lines: the 
effectiveness of- helicopter gunships, for 
example, and the fact that North 
Vietnamese ‘‘advisers” are serving with 
the Cambodian rebels. 

But perhaps the most striking fact 
which emerges isin the realm of 
psychological warfare. T1e Communists 
clearly wish to be regarded as humane 
in their treatment of prisoners. 

“Once we take a person prisoner we 
never kill him,” the soldier in charge of 
the group said at one point. ‘War is 
not to kill people but to win a cause.” 

The extent to which this is propa- 
ganda is irrelevant. The important fact 
is that the Communists wish to project 
this image. And if the world cares about 
what happens to people still in their 
hands, it will be slow about scorning this 
as a fraud. 

Some time during the first week of 
captivity, beginning May 7, the three 
correspondents — Elizabeth Pond of The 
Christian Science Monitor, Richard Dud- 
man of The St. Louis Post-Dispatch. and 
Michael Morrow of Dispatch News 


Service — clearly began to benefit from 
orders from above that they be treated 
as “‘good people.” 

The first few days had been rough, 
and they had survived as a result -of 
resourcefulness, courage and-extraordi- 
nary restraint. One will not soon forget, 
for example, the vivid picture of Miss 
-Pond, -subjected. to. attempted rape, 
saying to the soldier quietly in his 
language (French), ‘‘You are my brother 
and I am your sister” — and seeing him 
desist. 

This-kind of response to provocation 
derives directly.-from-the-Sermon on the 
Mount: “. . . bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you, and 
pray for them which despitefully use 
you, and persecute, you; that ye may be 
the children of your Father which is in 
heaven...” 

It got results, proving anew that 
Christianity is by.no means irrelevant to 
the 20th Century. But while-.refusal to 
look upon the captors as adversaries’ did 
much to soften hostility and carry the 
three through their initial, terrifying 
hours, and while it may_alsa, have helped 
influence thé command decision, it was 
certainly that decision which most 
significantly shaped their subsequent 
treatment and led to their release. 

The fact — it is almost certainly a 
fact — that there was such a decision 
indicates, among other things, that an 
investment was consciously made in 
cultivating world opinion, notably 
American opinion. The accounts that the 
three have written haye predictably 
reached . millions, doing nothing to 
undercut anti-war sentiment, and prob- 
ably strengthening it.

Grounds for Gratitude 


If the price of oltajning civilized 
treatment for captives —\including ‘an 
opportunity for them to communicate 
with their families, immunity from 
assault, proper food and care, release for 
noncombatants is to. classify the 
enemy as civilized and humane, then the 
world should be grateful they wish to 
make the transaction. 

This will require overlooking past 
misdeeds, but that, too, should not be an 
excessive ‘price. to pay. A natural 
reaction — that ‘“‘we will regard them as 
humane when they consistently act 
humanely’” — may actually be reversing 
the only practical order in which results 
can be obtained. , 

Previously, the North Vietnamese 
have seemed to wish to trade humane 
treatment of prisoners for 4 peace 
settlement on their terms. The prisoners 
have in effect been bargaining pawns at 
Paris. 

If*this is now changing, or if there is 
an opportunity for it to change there is 
reason for satisfaction. The final weeks 
of the three journalists’ captivity, when 
the captors must have known they were 
establishing, as it. were, a record for 
later publication, is encouraging. 

By the time the three were released, 
the correspondents felt friendly enough 
to offer their guards gifts. The guards 
had protected them from war perils, and 
had even played chess with them on an 
improvised board. 

The three had not been brainwashed 
or converted. to Communism; they had 
simply bridged the gap which war and 
hatred had opened. And the guards, for 
their reasons, had been willing to oo 
operate in the bridge-building. 

It will be a rare world when this kind 
of brotherhood can heal antagonisms on 
a wider scale. The fact that it can work 
in micrecesm shows there is nothing 
wrong with the principle.

: Independence was only a matter of time, A very 
short time. “Doubters would soon hear Rene Levesque, 
Charron’s leader in the Parti Quebecois, spell out in 
bitter terms how independence would be a French-only 
thing, in no way affected by the understanding or“lack of 
understanding of English-speaking Canadians. 

If the éasy-liberalism of some of the teachers had led 
them to give a sympathetic hearing to Charron’s case, 
Mr. Levesque’s bitter-at-their-world tones caught them up. 
shortly. It was all so different from the end-of-session, 
summer-soft inteHectua} picnic they had been enjoying. 

They had been entertained, and informed, on opening 
night Friday by Robert Cliche, the former Quebec leader 
of the new Democratic Party. He turned on all the Gallic 
charm and wit for which Quebec was famous before it 
began to take itself so seriously. 

His beloved region, the Beauce-Chauliere, southeast 
of Quebec city, should never have been opened up to 
colonization in. the first place. Farming and forestry 
could never support it. The Maine border was in the 
backyard, and people had been spilling over it ever since 
the region opened a century and a half ago.

And, with a broad grin, to loud appreciative

They snubbed Dave Mick, but others have since stepped in 
to try and rectify a wrong. As a result,.the Gorge Vale golfer 
still may receive his invite to the B.C. Men's Invitational, a 36- 
hole tournament to be shared by the 
“Drive colrsés‘in Vancouver Jater this week. 

The BOGA's original list contained the names of 27 golfers. 
Fourteen draw in because they are eithkr champion or 
runnerup in seven zones, Seven of the remaining 13 include the 
B.C, qualifiers in the provincial tournament (No, 8 qualifier 
was a Seattle golfer). 

Mark Daniel‘of Vancouver had to be given the eighth invite 
because he missed:a qualifying berth when he lost a playoff ‘to 
Larry Haddock. Mick missed the playoff situation by one 
stroke. By order of appearance at the amateur, Mick should 
have considered No. 9 on the invitation list, 

For reasons best known to themselves, the BOGA selection 
committee didn't see.it that way. It rated five golfers ahead of 
Mick. The invited ‘five.all hail from zone two, thus giving the 
Vancouver-lower mainland area 14 of the 27 berths. 

Okay, concede zone two as having the bulk of the 
province's best players. Nonetheless, the selectors show obvious 
bias by not considering Mick. His B.C. Amateur medal score 
was better than those recorded by six of the zore two players 
invited. 

Though he wishes it could be so, Mick is the first to admit 
his chances of earning selection to the four-man Willingdon Cup 
team are slim. Those chances go from slim to none unless he 
plays in the Invitational 

Regardless of the breadth of his chances, Mick deserves an 
invitation. For that reason, the Victoria District -Committee 
fired the following request (as opposed to “suggestion’’) to the 
B.C. body on Monday: ‘‘Lawrie Kerr unable to play. As David 
Mick is last year’s winner, missed B.C: Amateur qualifying by 
only one stroke, and’ is zone one intermediate champion, 

" request he be invited to take Kerr’s' place.”’ 

Kerr, B.C. Amateur winner Carl Schwantje and Ken Floyd, 
runnerup in the city (zone one) tournament, were the only 
Victorians invited. Neither Kerr nor Floyd are in contention for 
Willingdon Cup selection. 

Lawrie hasn't campaigned for selection, did not play in the 
Amateur, and is passing up. the Invitational because he’s 
heading for Spokane and the PNGA tournament next week. | 

On Mick's behalf, it is nice to remember that Dave won the 
inaugural Invitational at Colwood. last year, and that he was the 
B.C. Amateur medallist in 1968. The irksome aspect of the snub 
is the fact that the BOGA does not recognize moral obligations. 

Victorians are somewhat skimpy when it comes to 
supporting provincial tournaments. Dave Mick has been an 
exception. Only 19, he hasn't missed a provincial tournament— 
senior or junior—in the last four years. 

In other words, he has given the BOGA his support. 

The BOGA, by its action, feels that is not important

People contemplating a divorce, or going through one, or who 
have recently gone through one, could-get tremendous help from 
a fine book written by Mrs. Carol Mindey, “The Divorced 
Mother." As she says, oftentimes--the most distressing 

, cormsequence of divorce is the great nervous injury that follows, 
perhaps mainly to the wife. Many mothers and their children 
suffer overwhelming despair, loneliness and panic in the early 
weeks, and some women even contemplate suicide. Mrs. Mindey 
offers mich sensible advice on, how to overcome the emotional 
Siresses,.and she urges that. some. women-get-help from a-gpod 
therapist. + 


Mrs. Mindey says she lived as a divorcee for almost six 
years. Her marriage failure was the greatest personal tragedy of 
her life, but it gave/her the chance to grow as a womari and to 
have a way of life more suited to her values and desires and 

“needs. As she says inherfereword;—“I hope to communicate to 
the divorcee or potential divorcee with children that most of the 
anguish, anxiety, disillusionment, and sense of failure that 
accompany divorce in'our culture-today is unnecessary and can 
be avoided.” =

The book is filled swith much specific information on the legal 
and technical aspects of divorce, and a woman can learn how to. 
find a good*lawyer, what the proper conduct is during the 
predivorce period, and how to survive the actual day in court. 
She gives advice and information on learning how to handle 
financial matters and when and whether to get a job, how to 
handle relationships with the neighbors and family; she has a 
chapter on children of divorce, on the divorcee and the man in 
her life, and how to adjust to divorce. 

She say that each year, about a half million children under 18 
become children of divorce. ‘‘As of 1961, there were 7 million 
stepchildren,” often because of divorce. There is a book by Anne. 
Simnon, “Stepchild in the Family” that Mrs. Mindey recommends.

If the father deserts them and vanishes and the mother gets 
no child support money, she may have to go to work, and her life 
may become very exhausting.

sake of the children. I have had such children say to me that 
they suffered much from living ‘“‘on a volcano that any minute 
might blow_up.”” Mrs. Mindey advises that the mother talk over 
the impending divorce with the children. She should assure the 
children that no. matter what ie she will love them and 
take good care of them. 

The mether should not do as many divorced women do, and 
make it hard for the children to see the father. That does much 
harm. It is good when-the children see their, father often, and -. 

~wherr they continue t6 love him. They are likely then to be more 
normal sexually as they grow up, and more likely to date and 
marry. 

If the husband wants to be a decent human being, he must do 
what he can to help his wife to support the children and educate 
them well. The mother must not resent it if her ex-husband spoils 
the children and fries to win them away from her. 

Mrs. Mindey says that she now believes that genuine love is, 
impossible for the woman who lacks self-esteem. ‘‘Perhaps your’ 
biggest problem during marriage was that you did not think 
yourself a worthwhile human being.” She also says, so wisely, 
“The act of divorce usually solves nothing for an individual. You 
may siricerely believe you are getting rid of your biggest problem 
— your mate — only to discover your biggest problem has always 
been you.”

She says she feels now that a great love consists of having 
superb communication on four levels: emotional, intelectual, 
physicak and spiritual. She’ says that if you think that your 
marriage failed largely because of misinfermatioh in regard to 
Sex or sexual inadequacy, get the most competent help available, 
and move on to a new and more satisfying phase of your life. She 
lists a number of good books that can give helpful information on 
a-number of related subjects. 

She says that sometimes, with the right partner, a happy love 
is possible. She also speaks ofthe harm that is done to many 
women by the anti-sexual bias of Christianity. The idea that 
many women get in their girlhood that sex is.dirty, and 
something that musf just -be put up with inorder to hold a 
husband, can be very destructive later to a marriage. 

I will say again that this is a splendid book to help those who 
are facing the many. problems of divorce.

Irish Peace Depends 


On ‘Law and Order’ 


BELFAST (CP) British 
Home Secretary Reginald 
Maudlins flew into Northern 
Treland today in an effort to 
cool the Protestant-Roman 
Catholic conflict which turned 
Belfast into a weekend battle- 
ground. 

In a statement at Belfast 
airport, Maudling warned 
“there can neither be peace 
not harmony nor prosperity 
unless there is first of all law 
and order.” 

His two-day visit . follows 
close on the weekend explo- 
sion of violence which left six 
dead and 200 wounded in an 
orgy of gun battles and arson. 
It was the worst rioting 
Northern Ireland had suffered 
since ‘last August, when 13 
persons died. 

Shortly after arriving, 
Maudling went into. confer- 
ence -with Prime Minister 
James Chichester - Clark. 
Later he was to meet mem- 
bers of the cabinet, the

Cambodia: 
From Bad 
To Worse

WASHINGTON (WP) 
Cambodia will have to 
abandon even more of its 
territory to the Commu- 
nists in the coming 
weeks, according to gov- 
ernment sources with ac- 
cess to the latest battle- 
field information.

The Lon Nol government 
already has withdrawn its 
troops from the four north- 
east provinces in the face of 
the North Vietnamese offen- 
sive. 

The Cambodian army is too 
weak to spread itself out over 
a wide area and thus is 
making its stand farther 
south, including the protection 
of the capital of Phnom Penh. 

A Cambodain spokesman in 
Phnom Penh, in announcing 
the army’s withdrawal from 
the sparsely settled northeast 
section of Cambidia, said: ‘‘It 
was not good for us to keep 
holding those places.” ; 

By the same token, the 
northwest section of Cam- 
bodia is not considered--as 
strategic to the Lon Nol 
government as the area 
farther south. Administration 
officals assert that some of 
this- northwest territory is 
bound to go to the Com- 
munists by default. - 


LIMITED AID 


South Vietnam and Thailand 
have commited themselves to 
only limited aid, to Cambodia. 
President Nixon has shown no 
inclination to go beyond air 
support and. military aid for 
Cambodia in the future. 

Whether North Vietnam's 
current offensive against 
Cambodai was triggered by 
President Nixon’s invasion of 
Cambodian sanctuaries, or 
would have happened anyway, 
is one of the arguments in 
the Indochina debate. 

President Nixon himself 
justified that 
operations as a way to reduce 
American casualties in South 
Vietnam. With the Cambodian 
sanctuaries destroyed, it 
would be safe to continue the 
withdrawal of American 
troops from Vietnam, he said. 

Latest Pentagon figures 
showed no sharp drop in 
American casualties within 
South Vietnam while allied 
troops were wrecking the 
Cambodian sanctuaries.

WASHINGTON (WP) 
Cambodia will have to 
abandon even more of its 
territory to the Commu- 
nists inthe 
weeks, according to gov- 
ernment sources with ac- 
cess to the latest battle- 
field information.

“The insecticide is diluted 
in a solution of one pint for 
every 100 gallons of water, 
the equivalent amount for 
Spraying the meteral corer an 
acre of foliage,”’ he said. 


Warren was answering a 
charge in a letter to the 
editor (Times, June 27) from 
Mrs, Elizabeth Stanley, 652 
Battery, who wanted to know 
why the city is using Phos-
